Shanghai, Nov. 30—The terms of 
p 2&ce between China and Japan are 
dearly completed. 
No other engage­ 
ments are likely. 
England is evi­ 
dently preparing a coup de main with 
a view to protecting its interests in 
China. 
There can be no doubt th ai it 
resents the m anner in which it is being 
excluded from the discussion of possible 
terms of settlem ent between the two 
belligerents, and it 
has 
arranged 
a naval demonstration at Chausan 
Dec. I. The warships Alacrity, Pigmy 
and Redpole have left here w ith sealed 
orders. 
It 'is supposed they join Vice- 
Admiral Frem antle’s squadron. 
The 
central provinces are pouring troops 
southward to Canton, where Li Hung 
Chang’s brother, Li Han Chang, is 
viceroy. 
The denunciation of Li Hung Chang 
by the censors continues, 
He is being 
guarded by his own soldiers at Tien 
Tsin, while outside the city trusted 
imperial troops are watching him. Mr.

back to Shanghai. 
If any general in 
this country had such a; reputation as 
would enable him to place himself a t 
the head of a popular movement the 
Chinese would certainly overthrow 
the dynasty.

is no disposition to scout the proposi­ 
tion of the United States to mediate. 
On the contrary it is suggested it would 
be entirely satisfactory to have the 
preliminaries of any peace negotia­ 
tions conducted by the American min­ 
isters of Japan and China, because 
they are informed as to the situation, 
and it is believed th at they would be 
unbiased and impartial. 
W ith the ne* 
gotions once under way they insist, 
however, details must be left to be 
arranged by direct conference between 
the personal representative of th© 
Chinese ruler and the Japanese foreign 
minister.

Such W as Rev. Sabin Halsey’s Advice 
to All Christians In His Excellent 
Sermon on “Grounds For Thanks, 
giving” at the Union Meeting at 
the Court Street Church Yesterday. 


That praise is an essential element 
of religion and that ingratitude was a 
sin of the darkest color were the open­ 
ing sentences of Rev, Sabin Halsey’s 
excellent discourse on “ Grounds for 
Thanksgiving” at the Court 
Street 
union 
meeting yesterday morning. 
A big audience heard it and all enjoyed 
it fully. 
All people, he held, should 
be thankful. 
Even the dogs and the 
birds showed their appreciation of 
kindness and man could certainly do 
no less with any degree of selfrespect. 
He whose heart never warmed to the 
kindness of the Father was indeed a 
moral monstrosity. 
Everybody had 
something to be thankful for and 
cases by the dozen were cited in 
trenchant language to illustrate that 
every individual and the nation and 
state at large had grounds in plenty 
for observing Thanksgiving day. 
“ I am sure no fair minded man will 
intepret religious liberty as meaning 
license or lawlessness” he insisted. 
The finest person on earth is conscious 
th at he is under the limitations of 
righteous law. Only he who lives on a 
very low plain, under the dominion of 
a nature touched by the corruption of 
sin, who from choice permits fleshly 
appetites and passions to sit on the 
krone of his soul instead of enlightened 
reason supported bp a sanctified con­ 
science, clamors for 
license. 
The 
true man recognizes his kingly origin 
and destiny, ready at any moment to 
die in his tracks defending his rights, 
touched in his heart by the divine 
spirit of inspiration which pushes him 
out into a world of irrepressible con­ 
flict to fight the battle *that he may 
finally win and wear the crown cries 
“ I am free, there is no gallying yoke 
of bondage on my neck, no fetters on 
my feet, no chains on my wrists, yet 
recognize the limitations of law and 
supreme power to which I owe obedi 
Boce at any cost.’ 
“ True sometimes we are confronted 
by facts in the experience and conduct 
of some who profess to wear the badge 
of discipleship which indicate that re 
ligious liberty after all our boasting 
is nothing more than a rotten plank 
in the platform of a creed. 
A practi­ 
cal illustration of the principle stated 
wrings from human lips the unbroth­ 
erly 
cry 
of 
heresy 
and 
inspires a spirit 
of 
persecution 
cruel as death and heartless as the 
grave. But such facts constitute the 
exception, not the law. I think they 
may be easily accounted for in two 
ways. 
First, on the ground of relig­ 
ious fanatism. 
In some degree it is 
found nestling in every school of 
thought, and retards the progress of 
tru th and righteousness. The fag ends 
of intolerance and bigotry born of ig­ 
norance cling to some men even after 
^conversion, and bear fruit which is 
bitter to the taste. 
This is not so 
strange when we remember that hu­ 
man perfection in a world that has 
felt the blighting touch of evil is 
simply 
the dream of 
a possibil­ 
ity yet to be realized. In nature tares 
grow in the same field with the wheat, 
thistles grow by the side of the beau­ 
tiful wild rose, noxious weeds spring 
up by the side of pansies, a stagnant 
pool is found in the center of a fruit­ 
ful plain: 
but then nature is not all 
tares and thistles, stagnant ponds and 
noxious weeds. 
So in the kingdom 
above nature, in the world of thought 
and soul life we may find, if that is 
the object of our search, gnarled and 
dwarfed specimens of the human fam­ 
ily, the promising buds of generosity 
and nobility first blasted and thus de­ 
veloped finally into prickly thorns. 
Prejudice 
Their R eligion. 
Second. Prejudice without reason­ 
able foundation accounts in part for 
the exceptions noted. 
This I am con­ 
strained to believe is the sum total of 
the religion of some people, and to 
give it a sort of a circulation in the 
world they write all over it in large 
letters two words, conviction and con­ 
science. 
They sent heresy from afar 
aud bitterly denounce as error every­ 
thing which does not conform in letter 
to their peculiar religious standards. 
Prejudice grows more radidly and lux­ 
uriantly in the soil of the heart than 
tru e religion and instead of plucking 
it up root and branch, we clip the 
bran jbes a little at the top and leave 
th e roots. 
To b9 a little more definite 
I mean by religious liberty as furnish 
ing a ground for thanksgiving. First 
every man's right under the American 
flag to do his own thinking on every 
question of morality and religion, and 
his right to give public expression to 
his thoughts in his own way at any 
time or place so long as he does not 
infringe on the rights and privileges 
of his brother, nor seriously disturb 
the quiet aud peace of society. 
This 
right is based on a higher law 
thau 
any 
found 
written 
in 
the statute books of a nation. 
Tram­ 
ple it in the dust, deny the right of 
this king to sit on his throne with au- 


time howling at the moon aa to be that 
kind of a man. 
I believe in the 
thoughts of other people formulated 
into creeds and systems of theology, 
just as I believe in crutches for the 
lame, just as I believe in the body, 
which is the temporary home of the 
Boul, but I believe a thousand times 
more in the soul itself, in that mys­ 
terious wonderful thing the wisest 
philosopher has never been able to 
define, called for convenience mind, 
and in its divine right to pick human 
creeds and systems of theology, how­ 
ever ancient or recent, to pieces; then 
gather up the fragments of truth and 
scatter error to the winds of heaven 
as food for the birds. 
Why this book 
we call the law of the Lord with its 
wonderful characters and marvelous 
histories which charm the soul, its 
principles of morality so perfect in 
every part the wisdom of ages has 
added nothing whatever, its gems of 
truth touching every condition and re 
ation of man sparkling as brilliantly 
today as when first exhibited to the 
world, its sweet songs which find a 
response in human hearts even though 
centuries 
have 
passed 
since the 
singers of Israel gathered up their 
'eel in death and were buried with 
their fathers? Because under the moral 
government of Jehovah men with 
trains touched by the breath of divine 
inspiration were permitted to think 
without being trammeled. 
Let us 
thank the giver of every good and 
perfect gift that we live in a land 
where this right is recognized and 
will be protected. 


Country Is N ot H or Creeds. 
Second, freedom to worship God ac­ 
cording to the light received without 
fear of being molested or arrested and 
cast into prison. 
In matters of faith 
and forms of worship however peculiar 
this 
country 
is 
not 
for 
Jews 
nor 
Gentiles, 
not 
for 
Catholics nor for Protestants, not for 
Congregationalists nor Presbyterian J, 
Baptists nor Methodists, but for all 
who feel the warm spirit of devotion 
glowing on the altar of their hearts. 
This is the land of all faiths because 
it is the heme of all people. 
The 
time will never come when any de 
nomination will be strong enough to 
run 
a 
monopoly 
on 
relig 
ion, 
forms 
of 
church 
wor­ 
ship, polity. 
As I study this great 
question, gathering facts from every 
possible source within my reach, it 
seems strange a man of even average 
religious susceptibility cannot find a 
home somewhere,with forms of wor 
ship suited to 
his peculiar tastes. 
Every shade of belief has its enthusi­ 
astic advocates, every denomination 
its teachers and ministering priests at 
consecrated altars and he is at liberty 
to choose for himself. 
Some regard 
this as a deplorable condition, but it 
does not seem so to me. 
Variety is as 
clearly God’s thought expressed in na­ 
ture as unity. 
I am not sure but 
what is called diversity in faith is the 
divine order, the divine method for 
a.hing all classes and conditions of 
the human family. 
One thing at least 
is clear, we have no state religion tax­ 
ing 
the 
people 
for 
its 
s ap­ 
port 
until 
they 
cry 
out 
under 
the 
enforced burden, 
and 
what is more we will not have a re- 
igion of that kind while a drop of 
I’ree blood is left flowing in our veins. 
Now for a practical application of my 
proposition. 
It is here we are very 
sensitive and prefer silence. 
If a He­ 
brew clings to the ancient faith of his 
ancestors, and be ought to until con­ 
vinced he is in error, for religion is 
too sacred to be played with as the 
winds of autumn 
play 
with dead 
leaves, then he has a right to build 
his synagogue on this free soil and 
offer sacrifices to Israel’s God. 
lf the 
Catholic is convinced that he posses­ 
ses the true faith necessary to the sal­ 
vation of his soul in time and eternity, 
who shall deprive him of freedom of 
worship? If the Episcopalian finds a 
prayer book and a splendid ritual 
meet the wants of his spiritual nature, 
he is entitled to both. 
If other chris­ 
tians believe they have grasped great­ 
er truths and devise forms of worship 
which are more hopeful in develop­ 
ing righteousness of life and spotless 
character, they have a right to their 
faith and forms of worsh.p without 
the stigma of being branded as dis­ 
orderly followers of Jesus the Christ. 
If the Salvation army prefer a drum 
and 
a 
violin 
to 
a 
pipe 
organ, 
the 
simple 
songs 
of 
the 
heart 
to 
the 
sublime 
strains of the masters, and the street 
parade with its commotion to the holy 
quiet of the sanctuary, who shall deny 
them the right to exercise aud enjoy 
this privilege? 
Whoever cries let us 
worship the Lord in spirit, in truth, 
in the' Deputy of holiness, whoever 
turns his soiled face towards the face 
of the Anointed One and there looks 
until his face begins to reflect here 
and there a ray of the matchless glory 
of Jesus Christ, is entitled to respect, 
honor and protection.

It may not be generally known to 
those who came on the stage of ex­ 
istence subsequent to the war that 
slaves were transpor ted on the rail­ 
roads subject to sue h conditions as 
appear in the follow ing document, 
which was preserved by Robert Mor­ 
ris of Kentucky. 
As a relic of ante- 
T>ellum days it w ill be interesting 
alike to old and young: 
“ Whereas, 
The president and di­ 
rectors of the Louisville and Nash­ 
ville railroad on the 1st day of Au­ 
gust, 1860, passed the following reso­ 
lution: 
‘The transportation of 
per­ 
sons of color over the road and the 
liability incurred being under consid­ 
eration; resolved that no person of 
color be taken in the cars for passage 
over any part of the 
road or its 
branches without the execution of 
an obligation, signed by a responsi­ 
ble party or parties, to indemnify 
aqd save the company harmless, and 
.the superintendent print forms, to be 
leapt at the different depots, and give 
fu ll instructions to the agents and 
conductors and have this resolution 
fully carried into effect.’
